Referring to these as the “proposed 
Cromwell treaties," Mr. Rainey as- 
serted that Mr. Cromwell proposes to 
so change the Hay-Buena Varilla 
treaty as to impose upon this country 
an additional burden of $1,250,000. 
“And he proposes that this sum shall 
be taken from our treasury and paid, 
not to Panama, but to Colombia. In 
adéition to that he proposes that for 
five years after 1913, the $250,000 we 
agreed to pay Panama shall be paid 
to Colombla direct. In other words, 
by the treaties of which he is so proud, 
Panama deprives herself for five years 
of her fixed source of revenue and 
coasents that it be paid to Colombia, 
and the United States contributes 
from its treasury $1,260,000 and pays 
it to the treasury of Colombia. 

“I know of no precedent for Mr. 
Cromwell's treaties. Ne people in the 
world after successfully completing a 
revolution have ever been called upon 
to pay any portion of the debt, foreign 
or domestic, of the country from 
which they separated.

NEW OPTOMETRY LAW. 


Proposed to Create Great Fund te Ge 
Retained in Hands of Board of 


Optometry. 
IOS ANGELES, Feb. 22.—{To the 
Editor of The Times.] During the 


session of any legislative body there 
is practically as much danger of the 
enactment of too much as of too little 
logisiation. It is as necessary to keep 
watch of the legislative body that un- 
necessary and mischievous measures 
may be stopped, as that healthful 
measures «nay be aided. One of the 
injudicious bills before the Legisia- 
ture of this State at the present time, 
is an amendment to the act for the 
retulation of the practice of optom- 
etry. It has been but six years since 
(a board of, examiners was created 
and the members of the optical pro- 
fession given a proper Standing as an 
educated body dealing with the health 
and physical welfare of those who 
need their assistance. Every con- 
scientious optician is in full sym- 
pathy with all movements to place the 
profession on the highest possible 
ground, and will giadiy hold up the 
hands of the members of the examin- 
ing ra OW every such occasion. 

The bill before the Legislature for 
the amendment of the present optom 
etry law contains a number of p 
visions that should receive a. good 
deal of consideration before they are 
enacted. It is provided that the emol- 
uments of the members of the board 
of examiners shall be practically dou- 
bled: that a large fund shall be creat- 
ed for the use of the boatd by m- 
creased renewal fees and fines to be 
assessed upon present registered op- 
ticlans, and by compelling every per- 
son selling spectacies or eyeglasses as 
mérchandise to pay an annual license 
fee of $5. ; 

An. appointment to membership on 
the board of examimers has heretofore 
been considered a matter of honor. 
The proposed increase o! emoluments 
and the creation of a fund of thous- 
ands of dollars to be retained in the 
hands of the secretary of the board 
will result in a_scrambie of politicians 
whenever the terms of present or fu- 
ture members shall expire. The pro- 
fession of optometry should be kept 
gut- of politics as strictly as the medi- 
cal profession is supposed to be. The 
proposition to assess all the people of 
the State selling spectacles as mer- 
chandise the sum of $5 each would 
bring into the hands of the board 
about $90.000 a year, and would have 
the additional peculiar effect of bring- 
ing such persons into the same class 
as present registered optometrists, 
with the exception of the limitation 
regarding the right to make tests or 
measurements of a person's vision. 
This $5 fee would subjept the profes- 
sion to the same critici that exclu- 
sively grocery dealers would be were 
they to ask that the Broadway De- 
partment Store should pay a special 
license for adding a grocery depart- 
ment to what originally was a dry 
goods establishment. 

Present registered optometrists can 
also see no good reason for an im- 
crease of the annual renewal of their 
certificate fee. or for an increase of 
fines for a failure to be prompt in the 
payment of such renewal fee. Such a 
change in the law will not popularize 
the members of the board with the 
members of the profession. 

Whatever legislation can be devised 
to save the people of the State from 
ignorant, unscrupulous persons pre- 
tending to the practice of optometry 
should be encouraged in every possi- 
ble way, but the present proposed 
amendments will not accomplish this. 
The eye ts one of the most delicate or- 
gans of the human body, and no one 
who has not been educated with that 
end in view should he allowed to treat 
any of its allmentse. Under existing 
conditions no incompetent can secure 
registration, and any person making 
misrepresentations may have his cer- 
tificate revoked. Everything possibile 
should be done to educate the public 
to the fact that too great care cannot 
be taken of their eyesight, and that 
similar care must be exercised in the 
employment of persons dealing in aids 
for the promotion or preservation of 
the same. The medical profession has | 
been working along these lines for | 
many years, asd the optometrists | 
must fight the same kind of a battle.

Million-Doliar Clinic from Henry 
Phipps of New York.

BALTIMORE (Mad.) Feb. 22. Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.) There was surprise at 
the Commemoration Day exercises at 
Johns Hopkins University today when 
Dr. Wiillam Welch of the Hopes 
Hospital and University announced 
that the gift of Henry Phipps of New 
York for a psychiatric clinic and hos- 
pital will amount to more than 

$1,000,000. 

No amount had been specified by Mr, 
Phipps, who merely offered to fully 
equip an institution erected on the 
lines suggested by the doctors asso- 
ciated with Dr. Welch in preparing the 
plans. The architect prepared . plans 
for a building far more extensive than 
Dr. Welch had contemplated, but the 
plans were approved by Mr. Phipps, 
who directed Dr. Welch and his asse- 
ciliates to «6 shead.
